The number of days is relative in each case and intended to provide a 
basis of comparison, not a fixed interval between planting and harvest, 
which is obviously conditioned by variable factors. So also with the 
measurements of size and weight, but the figures and information have 
been compiled from the averages of our observations and records 
extending over many years. 


Names printed in capitals are those of the more desirable or popular 
varieties. Names given in parentheses represent, for the most part, 
older strains or varieties which differ by little, if anything, from the 
variety with which they are listed. 


It is almost impossible that such a catalog as this should be entirely 
free from error, and we shall welcome corrections, criticisms or sug- 
gestions which will help to make the descriptions in a future edition 
of greater service.

The first stringless varieties were developed by one of the early Asgrow men, Calvin N. 
Keeney, 50 or 60 years ago, and since then we have bred many of the most popular 
through hybridization and intensive selection at our breeding stations. In addition, a 
systematic program of line breeding is carried on, so that Asgrow stocks of standard 
varieties may be maintained at their best. 


DAYS: In listing the number of days from planting to marketable condition, we 
have used the average results secured over a period of years. These figures apply 
to plantings under normal conditions, and will vary somewhat in different sections 
of the country, but the number of days indicated will serve to show the relative 
maturity of the varieties.

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SWEET CORN

For three generations we have pioneered in sweet corn, since the time when, 
according to accepted tradition, Everett B. Clark grew the first crop of it which 
was intended to be used only for seed. In the following half-century we introduced 
several popular open-pollinated varieties and then, with the advent of modern 
breeding methods, were privileged to be the first to offer hybrid seed commercially, 
the hybrid being Redgreen, developed by Dr. D. F. Jones of the Connecticut Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station. 


Most of our development work on sweet corn is conducted at the Eastern and 
Midwest Asgrow breeding stations, but in recent years our Southern stations have 
also had a share in the extensive program, which has produced many of the hybrids 
listed below, each one adapted to some special conditions of growth or use. 


The column of Days is based on many recorded trials but is meant primarily to 
indicate relative periods to the picking stage, since maturity is likely to vary with 
differing conditions of climate and soil.

ASGROW HYBRID ONIONS 


The commercial introduction of hybrid onions by us in 1947 marked the greatest 
advance yet made in onion breeding. This notable development was made possible 
through the discovery, by H. A. Jones, U.S.D.A., of a single plant which produced 
no fertile pollen. We have transferred this factor, known as male sterility, to other 
lines which we use in the production of Asgrow hybrid seed. Our plant breeders 
are enabled by this technique to create hybrids with desired characters, adapted to 
particular conditions of growth. Work is proceeding in the Asgrow Department 
of Breeding and Research on the development of a series of hybrid onions, to pro- 
vide growers in different parts of the country with the types they desire, which 
in some cases climatic conditions have hitherto made impossible. 


The advantages of hybrid vigor are evident in these distinctly new onions, shown 
principally in greater uniformity and heavier yields, with a much larger percentage 
of No. 1 bulbs. Commercial crops of the Asgrow hybrid onions already introduced 
have given great satisfaction. 


The naming of these hybrids has been designed to make their principal characters 
easily recognized. Each name begins with the word Asgrow, then a letter denoting 
color—Y, W, R, or B—then a number, which for short day onions is from 1 to 29, 
and for long day onions from 30 to 99. Thus Asgrow Y42 is an Asgrow hybrid of 
long day type producing yellow bulbs; Asgrow W45 produces white bulbs.

Asgrow pea seed stocks are bred and maintained at our Western Breeding Station, 
located in the high, dry Rocky Mountain area where climatic conditions are excel- 
lently suited for the purpose. Its first duty is the maintenance of standard varieties 
at their best, thus avoiding that relapse to coarser, rougher forms which so fre- 
quently occurs in cultivated plants without man’s skilled control. Its next duty is 
the development of improved strains or new varieties embodying disease resistance, 
yield, quality or other desired characters to meet particular needs. 


The figures given in the column of days are intended only to be of assistance in com- 
paring relative earliness or lateness. They have been compiled from our records of 
many observations, but obviously will be subject to some variance in different seasons 
and under widely divergent conditions of soil and climate.
